Notes of a 
Naturalist

The Generals Highway connects 
Sequoia and General Grant National 
Parks. 
It is a splendid high-moun­ 
tain-country road, traversing a sec­ 
tion of forest that has heretofore 
been accessible by trail only. An au­ 
tomobile trip of a few hours will take 
one from Sequoia Park over 
the 
Generals Highway to General Grant 
Park, thence down the new Kings 
River Canyon Highway as far as the 
convict camp, with a side trip to 
Hume and Hume lake. 
O f course 
traveling by automobile and at the 
usual high rate of speed a person 
does not really see the country, he 
only thinks he does, and under this 
fond delusion has missed the greater 
part of the interesting places 
and 
things. 
But one such traveler care­ 
fully explained to me that he had 
only two weeks a year to go places 
and he intended to go about so many 
miles each day as he had planned 
his trip that way. 


From Big Meadow to the 
Generals 
Highway 
is 
about 
three miles of fair mountain 
road. 
W hile traveling this we 
talked of the pleasant times we 
had had at Big Meadow, 
the 
many interesting persons we had 
met, what a splendid outfit the 
Cecil Pack Station is, and 
if 
Sam and Maggie had reached 
the pasture near Dunlap where 
they are to spend the winter. 
A t the Generals Highway we 
turned left for Sequoia 
Park 
where we had decided to spend 
Saturday and Sunday to avoid 
driving in the week-end traffic. 


Lodgepole camp ground, named 
after the lodgepole pine, (Pinus con­ 
torta) is the most popular spot in 
Sequoia and even that late in the 
year was well populated. Two years 
ago, early in April, we stayed over­ 
night here, pitching our tent among 
the snowdrifts, so this time we hunt­ 
ed the same spot as nearly as we 
could identify it and stayed there. 
Two years ago we were the only 
persons there but now there must 
have been five hundred or 
more 
about. 
Our very simple camping ar­ 
rangements were the cause of some 
comment among the ‘gadget hounds’ 
who bring along every possible sort 
of contraption to make outdoor liv­ 
ing complicated. 
But why should I 
say anything if people wish to go to 
the mountains, not to camp, but to 
keep house under difficulties; wash 
on Monday, iron on Tuesday, etc., 
make a daily trip or tw o to the park 
store or shop at the traveling store 
that visits the camp ground several 
times each day. 
Even the laundry 
wagon makes a daily call. 
Seems to 
me that it would be much more con­ 
venient to stay home, live on the 
porch, and have the use 
of 
the 
shower. 


Many are the devices to catch 
the attention of people, but 
I 
never thought it would fall to 
my lot to carry out such a meth­ 
od. 
Three pack saddles on the 
back of the car brought atten­ 
tion that was unlooked 
for, 
causing some discussion 
as to 
what on earth could be wrong, 


0 9 people were pointing 
and 
talking. 
At a gas station a man 
rushed up and asked what luck 
we had had. 
I replied thar the 
fishing had been splendid and 
that we had caught all we could 
eat. 
“Did you get 
a 
buck?” 
Oh! that was different and told 
him about three two-point bucks 
we had seen in Summit 
Mea­ 
dows. 
The three came to with­ 
in about two hundred feet and 
stayed nearby for about half an 
hour. 
My questioner’s 
heart 
seemed to be broken that he had 
missed such an opportunity. 


A boy dragged his mother over 
to the car to show her and asked 
her what they were. 
She did 
not 
know and when I told the boy they 
were saddles he shouted with de­ 
rision. 
He knew what saddles were 
and those things were not saddles.

The land purchased by Mr. Robertson 
includes the foothills and the ridge 
beginning at Mr. Clatworthy's home, 
southwest of town, to a point north­ 
west of O'Donnell's Desert golf course, 
being more than a mile in length. 
It 
will be extremely expensive to build 
roads, develop a water supply and to 
level building sites along the moun­ 
tainside overlooking the village, but 
it is said it can be done and that there 
would be a strong demand for hillside 
residences. 
If homes are to be built along the 
hillsides, it will be necessary to in­ 
stall a pumping plant to boost the 
water to a high line to serve the homes 
above elevations that could 
not 
be 
reached by gravity flow from the Palm 
Springs water system. Thomas O'Don­ 
nell has built a road to a large build­ 
ing site he has leveled above his golf 
course. 
Mr. Robertson's property is 
still higher than Mr. O'Donnell's hill­ 
side holdings. 
Mr. Robertson will subdivide 
40 
acres at once near the base of Tah- 
quitz canyon, and has engaged 
Lee 
Miller to build the roads and plat the 
property. The deal was made through 
the cooperation of Mr. Miller, who 
had an option on the land. 
Fred Payne Clatworthy. noted auto­ 
chrome photographer made famous by 
his colored pictures in the National 
Geographic Magazine and his travels 
and autochrome lectures 
throughout 
the world, acquired the property some 
years ago. It is reported that the new 
owner has ample capital at his com­ 
mand to develop the property to meet 
demands. 
Mr. Robertson also purchased 320 
acres on the desert east of the Field 
club along Ramon Road, which has 
been proposed as a road to Edom, ac­ 
cording to a report to this newspaper.

While on these trips they 
purchased more merchandise for In- 
dianoya, their Palm Springs 
Indian 
trading post, than they had ever as­ 
sembled any previous season, with the 
result that Indianoya will have fully 
four times as much stock as they have 
had at the beginning of previous sea­ 
sons. 
They were especially fortunate in 
securing an extremely large stock of 
distinctive and valuable Indian silver,

Fifteen hundred new postoffice box­ 
es are to be installed in the local post­ 
office within the next two months, in 
order to meet the. dp m a ml of local 
postoffice patrons.

uf interest, for Palm Springs needs 
more houses. 


Residents living on Ramon 
Road are complaining because 
that street was not repaved after 
it was torn up for the main sew­ 
er line. 
It is reported that the 
county road department or any 
other county governmental ag­ 
ency cannot legally 
put 
the 
pavement in because part of the 
road is on the Indian reserva­ 
tion. One irate property owner 
living near the street and who 
has become a bit weary of the 
dusty and rough road, claims 
that there is nothing to prevent 
the county from 
paving 
the 
south half of the road that is 
not on Indian land. 
He 
says 
the roadbed is wide enough for 
this purpose. 
Ramon Road cer­ 
tainly must be improved before 
activity begins at the Field Club 
this winter. W c predict the pub­ 
lic spirited citizens who devel­ 
oped the Field Club will find a 
way to have Ramon Road 
im­ 
proved. 


Certainly the county treasury re­ 
ceives enough tax revenue from Palm 
Springs to spend at least some o f it 
for the im provem ent o f local streets. 
Indian avenue should be 
widened 
and resurfaced, and 
the 
principal 
thoroughfares leading to the 
more 
thickly populated subdivisions need 
attention.

UNIONIZING STEEL INDUSTRY 
The far-flung enterprises of U. S. Steel Cor­ 
poration are not unionized. 
An attempt will be 
made to unionize, and so we may expect labor 
troubles of gigantic proportion affecting the steel 
industry. 
. 
Can 1,000,000 men beat $5,000,000,000? 
That is the way labor leaders describe the 
drive of the committee for industrial orginaztion 
to unionize steel workers. The 1,000,000 men are 
the 1,000,000 members of the C.I.O. The $5,000,­ 
000,000 is the estim ated resources of the mighty 
steel industries. 
The answer may come next spring, when the 
CIO plans its “big push” for membership in the 
affiliated Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel 
and Tin workers. 
The CIO now has a membership of about 1,­ 
000,000 workers in 10 m ass production industries. 
They are all enlisted in the steel campaign now 
in its third month. 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Virginia will be 
the principal battleground in the “battle of the 
century” between labor and capital. 
It is there 
that most steel workers are employed. 
The unknown quantity in the problem of or­ 
ganizing steel workers is whether the workers 
them selves want to join the union. 
Mill owners 
say they do not. CIO leaders believe they do. 
Financed by an initial “war chest” of $500,- 
Chairman John L. Lewis has sent more than 300 
veteran organizers into steel towns. 
These are 
directed by Phillip Murray, chairman of the Steel 
Workers Organization committee. 
To avoid a premature showdown, these or­ 
ganizers have been ordered to stay out of the 
mills, to meet workers in their homes, at public 
places and at m ass meetings. 
Murray describes 
the present phase of the campaign as “educa­ 
tional.” 
Steel workers in many cases are not being 
asked to join a local union. 
They are asked to 
sign a card authorizing the union to act for the 
signer in collective bargaining activities. This re­ 
quires no dues payment.

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SUDDEN DEATH TO 300 


According to preliminary reports, close to 300 
people met “sudden death” through accidents 
over the Labor Day week-end. About 245 of them 
were victims of recklessly or incompetently driv­ 
en automobiles. 
It would be bad enough if such a shambles 
only followed a holiday week-end and could be 
put down to too much merry-making. But every 
week-end shows totals almost as great. 
Every 
day sees lives unnecessarily snuffed out. 
Here is something worth remembering: To­ 
day, if the average holds, 100 people will be killed 
by motor cars. A hundred more will be killed to­ 
morrow, and 100 more on the day after that. 
Friends of yours, your loved ones, yourself, may 
be among them. 
And, in addition to the deaths, 
thousands more will be grievously injured— some 
made into imbeciles, some destined to spend the 
rest of their lives in unrelieved pain, some confined 
to wheel chairs and hospital beds. 
Think of that when you step into the car 
that the salesm an proudly told you will “hit her 
up to 90 so easy you’ll think you’re only doing 40.” 
It is true that modern cars traveling at extreme 
speeds ride more easily and comfortably than did 
the cars of years ago traveling at low speeds. But 
that illusion of “slow speeding” won’t help you in 
a crash. 
The result will be just as horrible no 
matter how luxurious the car, no matter how ef­ 
fortlessly it clicks off its mile-a-minute and bet­ 
ter. 
A hundred persons killed yesterday—another 
hundred today—another hundred tomorrow. That 
is the ghastly record of the dangerous automobile 
driver. 


LANDON AT DES MOINES 
Pointed paragraphs from Gov. Alf M. Lan- 
don’s speech on farm problems, at Des Moines, 
follow: 
“You will see that everything I have said 
points to but one end—that is the protec­ 
tion of the family-type farm. This philosophy 
runs like a thread through the Republican 
platform. It is in keeping with the American 
tradition, which is based upon preserving in­ 
dividual opportunity.

MILLIONS FROM THE EAST 


THE GOLDBLATTS 


The recent issue of ‘Time’ tells about the Gold- 
blatt brothers—four of them—in Chicago. 
Born 
in Poland, they came to the United States with 
| 
their father in early childhood, says the Calexico 
1 
Chronicle. 
As merchants they were money makers. 
Starting with a little store in the cheap shopping 
district outside the Loop, they expanded until 
finally they owned nine stores and were doing a 
gross business well up in the millions. 
And now they have moved up to the pinnacle 
of their ambition and acquired a store on swranky 
State street where their names will be blazoned 
on the sign boards along with those of such mer­ 
chant princes as Marshall Field. 
But ‘Time’ with characteristic frankness also 
discloses some other facts about these self-made 
Polish boys. Quoting from the magazine: 
“In 1933 the Better Business Bureau got 
after the Goldblatts for trying to force sub­ 
stitutes on the public instead of branded 
articles they advertised cheap, for adver­ 
tising popular cigarettes at 10c and making 
them available not at tobacco counters but 
only in far corners of the shoe department, 
the radio department, or the boys’ clothing 
section. In 1934 their Blue Eagle was taken 
away for violating the jewelry and fair 
price code. Last year a $50 fine was im­ 
posed on one of their stores for short- 
weighting. A 3-oz. sausage was discovered 
stuck to the bottom of a meat scale. Gold- 
blatt profits last year reached $1,114,000 on 
nearly $33,000,000 of sales.” 


Another of those little-known but rather as­ 
tonishing facts about California came to light the 
other day, this one in a report drawn up by the 
Save-the-Redwoods League, says the 
Brawley 
News. 
Did you know that people who live in far 
away New York have given sums totaling $2,640,- 
500 in recent years toward preserving California s 
redwood trees in parks or memorial groves? Fiom 
M assachusetts, Connecticut and Illinois, too, and 
from people scattered over the nation, have come 
sums ranging from $10,000 to $40,000. 
Offhand, one wouldn’t imagine that citizens 
of what are, in a way, rival states, would give so 
generously to perpetuate one of the greatest at­ 
tractions of another state. 
But unusual things 
happen to California. 
The report on this was part of the Redwood 
League’s effort to insure success of the November 
ballot initiative prohibiting tideland oil drilling. 
The measure, while protecting beaches, also per­ 
mits the state to collect adequate royalties from 
slant drilling into submerged oil pools, and half 
these royalties will go to the State Park fund, 
now nearly exhausted. 
The idea of telling Californians 
about 
the 
millions which outsiders have given, is to emphas­ 
ize the important of all we can do for our own 
redwoods merely by marking a ballot propeily. 
And it does seem to lend quite some emphasis. 


But the grandeur of the trees themselves is 
enough for anyone who has been among them. 
As poet Edwrin Markham put it, “These great trees 
belong to the silences and the mflleniums. They 
seem, indeed, to be forms of immortality standing 
here among the transitory shapes of time.” 


“WASTE” 


We hear much of denuded forest lands and 
erosion. 
China has learned its lesson in tragic 
floods and famine. 
A new book entitled “W aste,” is off the press. 
Here are some highlights from the author’s peh: 
It takes 500 years for nature to create an 
inch of fertile topsoil for our American lands. One 
sizeable flood or dust storm can carry away this 
inch of soil from thousands of acres of lands in 
24 hours—and has been doing it with increasing 
frequency in recent years. 
It required 300 years for the Chinese 
with 
their laborious hand methods to reduce their fer­ 
tile inland plains from productive land to a desert. 
We can do it in two decades with 
our 
modern 
farming operations, according to the author, and 
that is what will happen unless drastic steps are 
taken for the conservation of the Middlewestern 
area. 
There is a chapter on “human erosion.” He 
writes: “Of all the wastes of the Great Boom and 
the Great Depression, the waste of human skill, 
character and health is m ost ominous. 
With a 
hearty, vigorous people we could hope to make a 
success of almost any circumstances. But if we 
are going to wash away our human resources, if 
we are to be a country where paper wealth accu­ 
mulates and men decay, the future will be dark 
no matter what our financial wealth may be.” 


AT THE LEAGUE 


The League of Nations may decide to slap 
Mussolini on the wrist. 
Premier Mussolini, in what Geneva consid­ 
ered a gesture of defiance, ordered the Italian 
delegation to bolt the International conference on 
broadcasting. Although no explanation w as given. 
Italian circles said the withdrawal was a mani­ 
festation of Italy’s displeasure over the way the 
assembly is handling the Ethiopian question.

3 LANE BRIDG 
TO SPAN WASH 
0NL0CALR0ÜTE 


Plana for a new concrete bridge to 
span Snow creek to replace the old 
wooden structure now in use on the 
route betw een Highway 99 and Palm 
Springs are announced by E. Q. Sulli­ 
van, district state highway engineer. 
Bids will be opened Oct. 8. 
Spanning Snow creek a few miles 
from the spot where it leaves High­ 
way 99 for Palm Springs, the new 
project, when completed will till the 
need for a w ider and sturdier struc­ 
ture a t this point. 
The sharp angles at the approaches 
on each end of the present bridge will 
be elim inated by a com plete realign­ 
m ent. 
The proposed bridge, according to 
th e plans, will be constructed suffi­ 
ciently w'ide to perm it three traffic 
lanes, thus removing another serious 
objection of m otorists who have com­ 
plained th at the present bridge 
is 
hardly wide enough for two vehicles 
to pass each other. This will take care 
of the heavy Palm Springs traffic. 
Plans for the bridge also call for 
238,000 pounds of reinforcing steel as 
well as 1,186 cubic yards of cement 
concrete. 
The total length of the structure 
will be 386 feet with 10 separate spans 
called for in th e blue prints of the 
project. 
The total paving width is 
34 feet with concrete 
rail 
guards, 
th ree feet and three inches high, and 
m odernisticly designed, running along 
each side. 
Com pletion of the project is expect­ 
ed to act as a stim ulus to traffic over 
th e road, Mr. Sullivan said, as m any 
deem s the present bridge too weak to 
be safe for m otor travel. 
The present structure is about eight 
years old. 
A flood w ashed away a 
bridge a t this place — ju st west of 
W hitew ater Point — and the present 
wooden structure was erected by Riv­ 
erside county. 
The Palm Springs route is now 
a 
secondary highway.

closed 
m arked one of the poorest in point 
of num ber of legal bucks killed since 
the San Jacinto m ountains fire became 
a m ecca for Southern California nim- 
rods, report made by Game W arden 
T. R. Jolley disclosed. 
Not over 300 
deer were killed, he said, and he in­ 
dicated that the principal reason was 
the grow ing scarcity of bucks in the 
local m ountain areas, says the Hemet 
News. 
"T he 
deer ju st a ren 't 
here any 
m ore," he declared. 
“One of the prin­ 
cipal reasons is the increasing num­ 
ber of hunters crowding into a com­ 
paratively restricted area caused by 
the closing of large territo ries in the 
m ountains." 
Jolley's estim ates showed that near­ 
ly a third m ore hunters visited the 
San Jacinto m ountains this year than 
in any single season heretofore. 
At 
the sam e tim e, he pointed out, estab­ 
lishm ent of gam es refuges and 
re­ 
striction of trespassing by the forest 
service because of the fire hazard has 
cut down the available hunting terri­ 
tory. 
As a result, hunters crowd into 
the few open areas and the bucks are 
¡driven out. 
| 
B est estim ates are m ade during the 
rutting season, which com es later in 
the fall, the gam e w arden said, and 
his surveys at th at tim e have showed 
an increasing scarcity of deer, particu­ 
larly bucks of legal size. 
“You can’t keep up slaughter year 
after year in restricted areas,” Jolley 
said, “ w ithout reducing the num ber of 
deer. 
As the arm y of hunters 
has 
grown larger, the open territory has 
decreased, and as a result th e days 
when the San Jacinto m ountains were 
a 'happy hunting ground’ are 
about 
gone. 
The num ber of deer killed an­ 
nually has dwindled steadily over the 
past several years until we hit a new 
low this year.” 
On the other side of the ledger, 
however, 
more 
optim istic 
news 
is 
gleaned. 
During the 
cu rren t 
deer 
season th at closed Tuesday at sun­ 
down there were no accidents and no 
accidental shootings reported in the 
San Jacin to m ountains. 
No hunters 
became lost in the m ountains, and no 
forest fires attributable 
to 
hunters 
were started.

In connection with the latter, Dis­ 
trict U. S. R anger L. A. H orton, sta- 
! tioned at Idyllwild, has asked those 
entering the m ountains to rem em ber 
that despite the fact that the calendar 
says it is fall, the fire m enace is still 
acute and will be so until after the 
first heavy rains. 
All restrictions are 
still on in the national forest, he said, 
including the no smoking rule and the 
trespass regulations. 
T urning back to deer season, it is 
believed th a t few er illegal deer were 
killed th is year than for m any years 
past, indicating, gam e officials 
say, 
that h unters are eith er becom ing more 
careful or th at illegal deer have dim­ 
inished in num bers as well as legal 
i bucks.

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In a Presidentlal-election year, with 
the headlines and the thoughts of the 
voters concerned almost entirely with 
the opposing candidates for the na­ 
tion's highest office, the next Congress 
comes in for relatively little attention. 
But Congress is always vitally impor­ 
tant. A stubborn Congress can just 
about ruin a President's program and 
ambitions—as Hoover found out in his 
last two years. And a friendly Con­ 
gress can make the White House a 
legislative paradise — as Roosevelt 
learned in his first two years, when 
the legislative branch of the govern­ 
ment succumbed to the influence and 
appeal of the executive. 
Make-up of the next House of Rep-| 
resentatives will be largely dependent 
on who rises to the Presidency—if 
Mr. Roosevelt is re-elected, it will he 
certain that the House will be pre­ 
ponderantly Democratic, whereas if 
Gov. Landon comes in, the Republi­ 
cans will undoubtedly control the low­ 
er branch. Representatives must run 
for office every two years, and their 
political life is often very short. 
A different state of affairs obtains 
in the Senate. A Senator runs only 
every six years, and, as a result, the 
1937 Congress will be Democratically 
controlled even though the Republi­ 
cans sweep the country. It is mathe­ 
matically impossible for the GOP to 
win a majority in the upper house— 
if it took every contested seat it 
would lack two votes of control. As 
many contested senatorshtps are in 
the Deep South, where the Democrat­ 
ic nomination is the same thing as 
election, it is inevitable that 
the 
Democrats will have a substantial ma­ 
jority when the members of the Sen­ 
ate answer the roll-call in January. 
Even so, best commentators 
feel 
that this will not be a major obstacle 
to Governor London's program, in 
event of his election. It the voters 
disavow the New Deal, Senators of 
both parties will sniff the wind and 
fall in line with the mandate. And, 
on the other hand, should President 
Roosevelt be endorsed again, he will 
naturally be able to bring about Con­ 
gressional agreement of almost any­ 
thing he wishes. 
No matter who takes the big plum 
in November, the coming Congress 
will be faced with a number of vital 
issues. The tax issue will be up 
again—bigger and better than ever, in 
all probability. Governor Landon has 
been biting in his denunciation of New 
Deal spending policies. And Mr. Roo­ 
sevelt has again said that he antici­ 
pates a balanced budget before long, 
has gone on the record for economy 
and a certain amount of retrenchment. 
Yet both candidates agree that the 
farmer should be helped from the Fed­ 
eral treasury, that Federal relief for 
the unemployed and needy must be 
continued. There is also the prob­ 
ability that the government will feel 
that it must greatly increase its army 
and navy appropriations. Under such 
circumstances, Congress will undergo 
many a headache as it seeks to con­ 
trol appropriation measures. 
The tariff will likely be an issue. 
Tremendous difference of opinion has 
resulted from the reciprocal trade 
agreement act authorizing the Presi­ 
dent to lower tariff duties in favor of 
countries doing the same for us. Con­ 
gress will be beleaguered on the one 
hand by powerful groups wanting a 
high tariff, such as agriculture, and 
equally powerful groups wanting a 
lower tariff and bigger foreign busi­ 
ness, such as the heavy machinery 
and automobile makers. 
The Townsend plan will, in all 
probability, be given little considera­ 
tion. Outside of one or two states, 
such as Washington, Towmsendites 
have made a very poor showing in 
the primaries of either party. And the 
bonus issue is at last dead—a fact 
which has caused many a political as­ 
pirant to say "Thank God!" 
Some of the longest and most 
acrimonious debate will concern laws 
which are now in existence but are 
clue to expire—the so-called “tempo­ 
rary emergency measures." They will 
go off the statute books unless Con­ 
gress gives them new life. Among 
such laws are: The vitally important 
dollar devaluation measure; the Elec­ 
tric Farm and Home Authority loans; 
the CCC appropriations; the recipro­ 
cal tariff; the excise (nuisance) taxes 
on gasoline, radios, etc.; the 3-cent 
postage rate; the interstate oil produc­ 
tion limitations compacts; the much 
reviled, much praised neutrality act. 
The oldest emergency bureau in the 
government—the RFC, which was 
started by Hoover and continued and 
enlarged by Roosevelt—must also be 
given a new okay if it is to continue, 
whether the donkey or the elephant 
rules in the old colonial house on 
Pennsylvania avenue. 


The industrial production Indei is 


stiil on tile rise. Favorable signs doiu- 
inate all industry. Biggest problem i 
now' is the threat of labor trouble. 
Another problem which may grow j 
rapidly in importance, is that of the | 
price level. Consumer groups say ¡ 
that living costs are going up faster j 
than salaries and wage checks, that \ 
the increases are unjustified.

San Diego county authorities an 
nounce intentions of checking to the 
last detail the confession of Donald J. 
Hazell. burly former patient at the 
Patton state hospital, that he is the 
slayer of Ruth Muir. Riverside Y. W. 
C. A. secretary at La Jolla. 
Chief of Police George Sears of San 
Diego saiil the asserted confession ap­ 
parently "checks in many details" 
with the known facts regarding the 
maniacal murder of the prominent 
Riverside woman at La Jolla Aug. 31. 
Although declaring he was "open to 
conviction," Dr. G. Max Webster, su­ 
perintendent of Patton hospital and 
familiar with Hazell’s case, voiced 
doubt that the confession is genuine. 
"Hazell is insane and would say any­ 
thing,” Dr. Webster said. “1 would 
be inclined to question whether the 
confession means anything at all. I 
believe the officers are taking too 
much for granted.” 
Chief Sears said the confession 
states that Hazell. 30 years old and 
a towering man of 225 pounds, went 
to La Jolla the afternoon of the day 
Miss Muir was slain. 
"He said he loitered around La 
Jolla all afternoon and murdered Miss 
Muir that evening as she stood look­ 
ing at the ocean. 
"He said lie did not criminally at­ 
tack her. He stated he was frightened 
away from the scene and returned to 
¡his home in San Diego.” 
Sears did not disclose the nature 
; of the weapon which Hazell is said 
I to have confessed uring to heat the 
¡ woman to death. However, he did say 
it was not the heavy piece of wood 
found near the body, 
Hazell was taken Into custody while 
a coroner’s inquest into the 
Muir 
death was being held. The suspect 
was wandering in a nearby street mut­ 
tering unintelligible questions. He told 
police he was eight years old. 
Deputy Sheriff Walter Blue and Po­ 
lice Officer Ed Stotler, who reported 
j Hazell confessed to them, said the 
man told them he sometimes has psy- 
jchic spells “come over me and com- 
¡ pel me to take a life." 
i The officers quoted Hazell as say­ 
ing he approached Miss Muir as she 
stood "behind a bench” along the 
ocean shore, and then dragged her in­ 
to a nearby ravine. 
Hazell was on parole from Patton 
hospital at the time of his arrest.

The cunnon boomed, the trumpets 
shrieked and the Grand Army of the 
Republic mached in its final trium­ 
phant glory down Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue, Washington, D. C., over the same 
route of their victory parade in 1865. 
Even Oley Nelson, the doughty 
commander-in-chief, who led the piti­ 
fully small remnant of a once great 
army, admitted his comrades in blue 
never will march in Washington again.

Neither 
did some veterans, who complained 
against modern improvements chang­ 
ing the whole tenor of their annual 


celebration. 
Accompanying Hazen were mounted 
army officers and the magnificent 
army band, beating out martial airs 
at the rate of 90 steps to the minute 
and finding it difficult to go that slow. 
The grandsons of the G. A. R., wear­ 
ing Union uniforms and looking as did 
their grandfathers 75 years ago, pass­ 
ed by as a prelude to the grand climax 
of the march. 
The veterans spaced themselves 
widely to make as brave a show as 
they could. Boy Scouts and army of­ 
ficers carried their banners and their 
battle flags. 
The federal government gave the 
“Boys in Blue" all the pomp and 
ceremony for which Washington is 
famous. There were bands of 
all 
kinds in coats of all colors, crack 
drill teams, zouaves, and so many 
drum and bugle corps that an old sol­ 
dier, could get out of step. 
The extreme heat caused parade 
marshals to stop the marching vet­ 
erans at the reviewing stand rwo 
blocks short at the end of the parade 
route, but members of G. A. R. auxil­ 
iaries and detachments of soldiers, 
sailors, marines and World War vet­ 
erans marched for them to the end.
